The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of a 
protective film formed to cover the thin film transistor, said metallic drain electrode plus 
the pixel electrode, a resin film formed on or over the upper surface of this protective 
film, at least three layers of protective film, and resin film, plus orientation film are 
arranged to separate all metal layers form a liquid crystal layer in combination with the 
counter electrode being formed on the one substrate side with the metallic counter 
voltage signal line being formed at the same level as the scan signal line in combination 
with all the other limitations as claimed in independent claim 13.
